The most important development | 
of the day in the yellow fever sit-— 
vation was the discovery of three 
cases in the town of Phoebus, ad- | 
joining the soldiers’ home. Police- 
man Joseph Martin is one of the 
victims, and the most remarkable 
feature of his case is the fact that | 
he believed he had yellow jaundice. 
While walking about the streets to- 
day he was seen by Surgeon White, 
of the marine hospital service, sta-_ 


nounced the disease yellow fever. 

Dr. White ordered Policeman Martin 
to return to his home, which was prompt- 
ly quarantined. The other two victims 


They were sent to the hospital at 
the home. These are the only cases that | 
have been reported at Phoebus, although 
many wild rumors regarding the outbreak | 
there have been in circulation. 

The opinion was expressed tonight that 
the sifuation continues encouraging, in- 
asmuch as the disease has been kept 
within ifs original bounds.

No restrictions have een placed on the 
departure of the several hundred visitors 
at Old Point Comfort, but Dr. Pettus, 
who has absolute charge of affairs there, 
will exercise careful supervision of those 
who may leave, in order to avoid danger 
of their communicating the disease. This 
will apply to the soldiers now stationed 
on the government reservation there and | 
who have been ordered to proceed to 
Battery Point, Delaware. 

Visitors To Be Moved at Once.

New York, August 1.—The feature of the 
session of the Mazet Icgislative invest.ga- 
tion committee which today resumed its 
sessions after about six weeks. vacation 
was the examination of Messrs.

tractors, who testified that thev had 
worked on steamboats, jaijs,. gardens, 
station houses, dump scows, etc., for va- 
rious departments. On account of the 
amount of work performed by Horgan 
and Slattery, Mr. Moss, the attorney of 
the committee, applied to them the title 
of “‘municipal architects.” 

Mr. Moss devoted the morning to try- 
ing to bring out facts showing why this 
firm of architects received many con- 

in. the city and how it was that 
had been allowed to condemn the 
plans of other ~architects.. Mr. Slattery 
declined to answer certain. questions 
touching his qualifications as an archi- 
tect, Mr. Mosg to his partner, 
Mr. Horgan, and a controversy 
ensued. 

After recess Mr. Moss called Frederick 
Withers, of the firm of Withers & Dick- 
son. Mr. Withers said his firm first drew 
the plans for the tombs prison under the 
direction of former Commissioner Wright. 
Barly in 1898 Commissioner Laniey in- 
formed his firm that Horgan & Slattery 
would amend its plans. 

Commissioner Lanley, the witness aaid, 
told him that he wished to have architects 
in sympathy with the administratior. It 
was intimated that the witness's firm 
had better retine from the work and final- 
ly they were dismissed. The plans of 
witness's firm called for the construction 
of cells costing $170,000. Horgan & Slat-

WRITES OF GOVERNMENTS 


Declaration of Independence Is Agalnst 
War of Conquest, 


CONTRASTS CUBANS AND FILIPINOS 


Refers to Resolution by Congress 
at Beginning of the War «s- 
serting That the Nation 
Would Not Expand 
by the Conflict. 


New York, August 1.—Willlam J. Bryan 
discusses the Philippine question in this 
week's Independent. He gays: 

“The Philippine question is important 
because fundamental principles. are in- 
volved in its discusston. There are two 
sources of government. force and con- 
sent. Monarchies are founded upon force, 
republics upon consent. 

“The declaration of independence as- 
serts that governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed 
and the exact doctrine to which we have 
adhered for more than a century. It !s 
the doctrine which has distinguished us 
from European countries and has made 
our nation the hope of humanity. The 
statue in New York harbor typifies the 
nation’s mission. 

“If the doctrine set forth in the dec- 
ration of independence is sound, how can 
we rightfully acquire sovereignty over 
the Filipinos by a war of conquest. If 
the doctrine set forth in the declaration 
of independence is sound, how can we 
rightfully purchase sovereignty’ from a 
Spanish sovereign whose title was dispu- 
ted in Cuba, and whose rebellious subjects 
were armed in the Philippines. 

“In the resolution of intervention. con- 
gress declared that the Cubans were and 
of right ought to be free. Why? 
Because governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
and Spain had refused to respect the 
wishes of the Cubans.

BRIGHT OUTLOOK INDICATED 


Pastures Have Been Revived and 
Stock in Good Condition as 
Result of Rain. 


Crops in nearly every section have been 
benefited by the recent rains. While the 
rain came a little later than it should 
have done to do the greatest good, it 
has greatly benefited the gardens and 
cotton especially has been benefited. The 
bulletin states that the crop outlook is 
far better than it has been this year 
and that nearly all crops are now doing 
nicely. 

Following is the report in full: 


General Review. 


Good rains have been general over the 
state during the past wee and while 
they came a little late for early corn, 
gardens and some cotton, good results 
are reported from nearly all _ sections. 
Late corn has already improved wonder- 
fully and is growing rapidly where just 
before the rains it was turning yellow 
and wilting. otton is taking on new 
rowth and improving in most sections, 
ut there is considerable complaint of 
ee rust, and, in a few sections, 
worms.

comes dry enouh. Rice, sweet potatoes, 
and cane have been. greatly improved 
and are now growing nicely. The present 
outlook is much brighter than it has 
been for some weeks.

For decade after decade public inter-

Nothing tends to the spread of the 
disease more than fright, and we are 
convinced that nothing would go far- 
ther to stamp out the disease (apart 
from the necessary sanitary 
tions) than the absence of unreasoning 
'and unreasonable fear on the part of

'disease which has done so much dam- 
age to the south in the past.

COURTS NOT RESPONSIBLE 
DECLARES JUDGE CANDLER 


Before resentencing Joe Carroll, the 
negro convicted of the killing of a negro 
woman near’ the Exposition mills last 
May, Judge John 8. Candler, of the crimi- 
nal superior court, delivered a stirring 
discourse yesterday morning in defense 
of the courts in the south. 

In it he answered certain eriticisms 
made by the northern press regarding 
the alleged slowness of the courts in this 
section being responsible for mob vio- 
lence and told of his recent experience in 
the north, stating that he had seen mobs 
in the streeis of New York interfering 
with the rights of citizens without mo- 


| lestation by the authorities. 


Judge Candler has been highly 
plimented on this expression, 
from the bar of justice. 

The speech is as follows:

The black, brown, red, orange and yel- 
low colors of feathers are due to the 
presence of pigments and are called ab- 
sorption colors. ‘Blue, violet, and in some 
cases green, are produced by the light 
from a brown pigment, becoming broken 
up as it passes through the superficial 
layer of the feathers in its passage to the 
eye: no blue or violet pigments occur in 
feathers, and green pigments are very 
rare.’’ On the other hand, we are toid 
that the beautiful metallic t@nts of many 
birds are entirely the result of structure, 
owing their existence to a thin, transpa- 
rent, superficial layer, which acts as a 
prism. “In such feathers the _ color 


changes according to the relative post-, 


tion of the bird and of the eye of the 
observer. with regard to the source of 
light.’’ Wihite, and in some cases yellow, 
is produced by the total reflection of light 
from the spongy substance of the feather 
filled with air, like white.ice. There is 
no such thing as white pigment. (Parker 
and Hasnell’s Zoology.) 

In insects the conditions are somewhat 
different, as the coloring matter is lodged 
not only in the scales, but in the skin or 
crust of the body. The pigment in most 
insects, as well as in the lobster, is se- 
creted in the deeper layer of the skin, 
under the cuticle, and this layer is called 
the hypodermis. Wihen the lobster casts 
its shell the soft hypodermal layer con- 
sists of cells which are filled with red 
and blue pigment maases. This cellular 
layer gives rise to the outer cuticle, which 
thus derives its hue, red and blue, from 
the deeper inner layer of color-secreting 
cells. In most insects the cuticle is nearly 
or horn-colored, or honey- 
yellowish, in tint.

This hearing has, in many’ respects, 
been one of the most remarkable ever 
known in. Atlanta. The council commit- 
tee announced at the beginning that it 
would hear every one interested in the 
case wanting to be heard, and it has 
kept its promise. The first session was 
held last Wednesday morning at 190 
o'clock and two sessions have been held 
almost. every day since. rhe case has 
been a hard-fought one, and the ground 
may have to be gone over again, for this 
committee has to report to the cotncil, 
where the report may be turned down. 
Again, the eommittee may divide on a 
minority and a majority report. In this 
case there wi'il surely be a warm fight 
In the, council. 

Even when the council finishes with 
the report, it goes to the aldermanic 
board. It ig believed, however, that the 
committee’s report, if not divided, will 
pass the council, the aldermanic board, 
and that the mayor will sign it. Then 
a fight in the courts may follow. There 
is no telling where the controversy is go- 
ing to end.

lution which he had carried im his pocket 
ever since last winter. This resolution 
declared that orders should be issued at 
once to the roads requiring them within 
sixty days to file plans with the board 
for new stations. 

This was adopted and then the orers 
were agreed upon. 

_, It was significant, too, that the orders 
had been prepared in advance. All that 
had to be done was to fill in the blanks. 

Now the roads have to act. Some of 
them may take the position that they can- 
not be forced out. of the resent station. 
The Georgia, the Central and the ‘West 
Point all claim an ownership interest in 
the station. They may go to the courts 
if the commission insists that they shall 
build separate stations. 

The commission has determined to re- 
quire the roads to provide adequate fa- 
cilities for passengers. 

Some of the railway officials think the 
outcome will be a remodeling of the old 
structure. There is some reason to be- 
lieve that the state commission ¥w/!1 not 


let the roads off with a cheap, tempora- 
ry structure. The board could be per- 
suaded, however, to approve a _ $200,000 
depot for each road, or say six new oues, 
costing all together $1,200,000, 

The Southern has always” said that 
there was not enough room on the old site 
for a modern station which would accom- 
modate the roads for twenty-five years to 
come. If the Central and the Atlanta and 
West Point will join with it, ‘the Southern 
will favor another station probably at 
Forsyth and Alabama. 

The Georgia and the Seaboard exrect 
to stay in the old shed with the Western 
and Atlantic. 

Unless the roads take hold of the case 
at once and file their plans before Octo- 
ber Ist; they will be Hable to prosec:ition 
and a fine of $5,000. The comrnission 
can repeat the operation of citing the 
roads and making fresh cas¢s as long as 
they fail to comply with the orders. 2 

The probable effect of the commission's 
orders will be to bring all the roads to- 
gether upon a union depot plan or force 
the building of two new depots. 

No one could explain the non-action of 
Major Thomas. He has not attended 
any of the conferences between the rail- 
way officials recently and they do not 
know what he wishes. Last March he 
stated that if the city would bridge White- 
hall and the state would close Pryor, the 
road's would build a new station extend- 
ing from Loyd to Whitehall. He has never 
withdrawn that statement and it is as- 
sumed that he still stands by it. 

No one can tell whether Atlanta is to 
have a new station, two stations or half 
a dozen,

The members of the special legislative 
commission looked as if they resented 
the charge of impertinence, and there 
appeared for a moment to be hopes for 
a salty if not sensational scene. Messrs. 
Harman and George C. Smith made haste 
to pour oil on the troubled depot wa- 
ters. Judge Spencer Atkinson stated that 
the legislative committee had been invit- 
ed to attend by the railroad commission 
and had a perfect right to be there, 

Another incident of the meeting was 
the appearance of Mayor Woodward, who 
said he was a working man and that po- 
litically a worse fraud was never per- 
petrated than the attempt to unload the 
Consolidated on the city. He conciuded 
by declaring that Judge Atkinson's hair 
would be gray before the roads would 
build a new passenger station of their 
own accord, and he announced that the 
city wanted action on its original peti- 
tion. 

President Smith, of the Atlanta and 
West Point, stated that his company was 
ready to-«co-operate with the other iines 
in building a new union station on the 
old site. but it could do nothing until 
Major Thomas declared what he wanted 
the city and the state to do. 

General Manager Scott, of the Georgia, 
said that his road would act in conjunc- 
tion with the Western and Atlantic, but 
could promise nothing definite unfil Ma- 
jor Thomas was heard from. 

Mr. Thompson stated that the Southern 
stood ready to co-operate, Dut it could 
not take the initiative when the state 
owned the ground and another company 
controlled it. 

Mr. Harman egaid that Vice President

WILL ASK FOR LIFE IMPRISONMENT 


If the Execution Occurs It Will Only 
Be Witnessed by a Few Ap- 
pointed Persons. 


Judge Candler yesterday morning. fre- 
sentenced Joe Carroll, the negro con- 
victed of the killing of a negro woman 
near the Exposition mills, to be hanged. 
The negro will pay the penalty imposed by 
the law on the morning of the 29th at the 
Tower between the hours of 10 o'clock 
and noon. 

According to the order of the court, 
and which has been in force for some 
time, the execution will take place in 
private. It will be witnessed only by 
the executing officers, not to exceed four, 
one clergyman, the co@nty physician and 
one other physician and will take place in 
the execution room of the Fulton county 
jail, 

It is possible, however, that Carroll 
may not pay the penalty of his offense 
on the scaffold, for his attorney, William 
Schley Howard, is now preparing a petl- 
tion to be presented to the pardon board 
in a short time asking that the sentence 
be commuted to life imprisonment. 

At the beginning of the trial last May 
the court appointed Attorney Howard to 
defend Carroll and this he did with con- 
‘iderable energy. The trial was an un- 
usually warm on3 and every point was 
contested by both sides. When Carroll 
was convicted. by the jury and sentenced 
by the court, the was immediately 
appealed to the supreme court, with the 
result that this last coprt- of appeal af- 
firmed the verdict of the lower tribunal, 

Attorney Howard was in the 
case by Attorney Brutus J. Clay and both 
made strenuous efforts to clear their 
client. It is understood that the ground 
cn which executive clemency will be 
asked is alleged conflicting ‘testimony 
brought out during the trial.

In 
this case, gentlemen, or in any other, 
| where you want to give somebody some- 
thing as a gift, you take it out of your 
own pocket and not out of the pocket of 
someone else: and where you want to dis- 
| regard somebody's rights, disregard your 
own rights. In other words, let's have 
fair play about it.’’ The two sen- 
tences, taken in connection with the en- 
tire charge and especiaily with that por- 
tlon which immediately preceded them, 
were not reversible error. No intelligent 
| juror could have understood this portion 
| of the charge as anything other than an 
instruction to be fair and impartial and a 
bias and prejudice, and 
' such instruction and caution were emi- 
| nently prover, The expressions used 
| were not happily chosen, but they could 
| not have been misunderstood to the pre- 
juditce of the rights of either party, and 
are for that reason not sufficient cause 
for the grant of a new trial.
